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Coffee County EMA director says COVID-19 
numbers looking better at end of September 


Coffee County EMA di- 
rector James Brown contin- 
uously provides updates for 
the community concerning 
the COVID-19 virus. Last 
Friday, Oct. 1, he reported 
things were looking a bit 
better regarding cases and 
hospitalizations to start the 
new month. 

“Both our cases and hos- 
pitalizations continue a 
steep downward trend from 
our update on Sept. 20th,” 
Brown said. “However, our 
test positivity rate has only 
dropped slightly leaving 


Coffee county rated as a 
‘high’ community transmis- 
sion rate on the ADPH sur- 
veillance dashboard.” 

As of last Friday, Brown 
said there had been a dra- 
matic decrease in hospital- 
izations over the last month 
in Alabama, going from 
2,890 in the hospital due to 
COVID on Sept. 1, 2021 to 
1,321 hospitalized on Sept. 
30, 2021. 

“This is a 54 percent re- 
duction in hospitalizations,” 
Brown said. 

Regarding deaths, how-

ever, he said it can take sev- 
eral weeks to process and 
ensure cause of death, but 
as the hospitalizations had 
come down over the month, 
the death rate [associated 
with the virus] continued to 
rise. 

“On Sept. Ist we showed 
145 total deaths in the coun- 
ty due to COVID-19, and 
on Sept. 30th we showed 
182 deaths in the county,” 
Brown said. “That is an

Jesus tells an amazing story in Matthew 25:14-30 of three 
men, each entrusted by his master with taking care of some 
of his property. One received five talents (a unit of money; 
one talent = 6000 denarii: 17+ years of wages. Wow!), the 
second received two talents, and the last one received one. And 
incidentally, each received the amount he did “according to his 
ability.” And then the master went on a journey. 

Read the full story. The men who received five and two 
talents put the money entrusted to them to use and each 
doubled his investment. Don’t miss the point that there wasn’t 
a certain quota that had to be met. Both received the same 
praise and reward when the master returned: “Well done 
good and faithful servant!” We are told that the one talent 
man, however, “went off, dug a hole in the ground and hid his 
master’s money.” In explaining his actions, he said, “...1 was 
afraid and went and hid your talent in the ground.” To put it 
mildly, the master was not pleased. Put another way, playing 
it safe was definitely not the safe thing to do for the one talent 
person. 

The point of the story seems to be to use what we’ve been 
given. Engage. Go for it. Don’t be fearful and make decisions 
based on negative, wrong-headed thinking. Be prudent and 
wise, for sure, but don’t hold back. The only criterion seems 
to have been, “Be faithful to use what you've been given like 
the Master would.” 

Each of us has but one life to live. What are you doing with 
what you have been given? Are you going for it? Investing 
your life wisely? Or have you dug a hole and buried who you 
really are out of fear, thinking it better to just play it safe? 

The late cartoonist Charles Schulz, creator of the comic strip 
Peanuts, put it this way: “Life is like a ten speed bicycle; most 
of us have gears we never use.” 

Remember: Playing it safe isn’t always safe!

crease of 37 in a month. 
Since the start of this cur- 
rent wave at the beginning 
of July, we have added 54 
total deaths so far.” 

Cases do seem to be drop- 
ping, however. 

Brown said Alabama is 
averaging about 1,000 new 
cases per day, according to 
the ADPH NAAT test num- 
bers. He said that is a drop 
of more than 800 per day 
from the Sept. 20th report 
from his office. 

As for Coffee County, | 
Brown said the ADPH Data 
and Surveillance dashboard 
was showing 66 positive 
NAAT tests in a seven-day 
period [or a little over nine 
per day] compared to 101 
cases in a seven-day period 
on Sept. 20th. 

“We continue to concen- 
trate our planning based on 
positivity rate, which gives 
us an idea of community 
transmission,” Brown said. 
“We have seen a slight de- 
cline in this rate as well. 
Our current positivity rate 
for Coffee County is 16.4 
percent — that is down from 
17.2 percent at last report.” 

He said, however, offi- 
cials would like to see the 
positivity rate number be- 
low 5 percent. 

As of the Oct. Ist report, 
Brown said 52.7 percent of 
the eligible population in 
Alabama had received at 
least one dose of the CO- 
VID vaccine while 42.6 
percent had been fully vac- 
cinated. 

“Our vaccination rates in 
Coffee County seem to have 
also gone up again,” he

With 47-7 win 
Tigers spoil Geneva

The Elba Tigers continued their run toward a region 
title Friday night with a big 47-7 win over the Geneva 
County Bulldogs, at Dixie Howell Stadium, in Hartford.
